These are difficult times. 


The rise in health care costs continue to accelerate 
ancl welfare expenditures sky~roacketed to over €#150,000 
during 1991. We see no immediate relief in either of 
these high dellar entities. We managed, however, tia 
submit a level funded budget that will mot adversely 
affect the municipal seqment mf our tax rate. It will 
remain level with last year’s.

The Department of Fevenue Administration has deter- 
mined that the equalized valuation of Tilton is now 
11424 (see a copy of the latter at the end af this re- 
part). This @qualized valuation is used by Fevenue 
Administration to determine Tiltoan’s share of other 
government costs when setting sur tax rate. 

The municipal portion of the overall tax rate of 
$17.44 i5 $4.10, approximately 23% of the total rate. 

Due toe increased County appropriations and taxpayer 
support af the Gunsteck Recreation Area, we were greet- 
ed with a G24 increase in Tiltean’s cantribution tea meet 
Imunty expenses. 

The Fire District is @xpected te come in at or below 
last year’s level. ; 

The Scheaml District, an the other hand, is expected 
to submit a budget significantly higher than last year. 
Due toa the formula by which the three Towns (Tilton, 
Narthfield, Sanbearntand suppeart the Sechool District, 
the Town of Tilten is facing a potentially devastating 
adverse impact on its taxes. 

Tilten has less than SO% of the students eanralled in 
the Gehool District and pays over 40% af the expendi-~ 
tures. Narthfield has a total enrollment of almost Sox 
maf the students and pays approximately GO%. Sanbarntan 
students camprise about one-quarter of the School poapu- 
lation and Sanborntean pays about one-quarter of the 
costs. 

To combat the escalating health care and welfare 
roasts, we are currently working closely with sur State 
Senate ain an attempt to legislate some type of resi-~ 
dency requirement for welfare recipients. AS you are 
perhaps aware, there currently exists ma residency 
requirement in Hew Hampshire.

As you know, the Department of Revenue Administration is 
charged with the responsibility of annually equalizing the 
valuation of property of municipalities and unincorporated places 
throughout the State. Towards that end, the Department has 
conducted a sales-assessment ratio survey using market sales that 
have taken place in your town between October 1, 1990 and September 
30, 1991. Based on this information we have determined what the 
average level of assessment of land, buildings and manufactured 
housing was as of April 1, 1991. 


The sales values have been determined from revenue stamps and 
verified whenever possible. When it appears that changes in the 
assessed values of properties have been made solely because of the 
sale price, the assessed values prior to the sale have been used.

AS we enter the second year of my two year term, i 
feel frustrated that many of the fees and licenses were 
increased by the Legislature. My voting record will 
shaw Io mppoasecd all these increases. There was mo at- 
tempt to reduce overall spending ta help balance the 
budget. Since 1982 the State bureaucracy has exploded 
and in these lean times it would have been prudent to 
cut spending rather than stay on a collision course of 
deficit spending. Tt was only by a Medicare reimburse~- 
ment that revenues caught up with spending. THis 
source of revenue will soon be gone and we'll be back 
to the deficit problem again. 

My mown HBS40O relative to tax exempt faculty housing 
was re-referred to 1199S sessicn. It was recently voted 
inexpediate because of HBISS1 “to establish a committee 
to review the existing laws governing tax exempt pra- 
perty and to study the cancept of and criteria far 
payment in lieu of taxes by tax exempt properties". 
Much of the testimony of my bill showed a pattern af 
inequities in private school relations from ane munici- 
pality toa another. The fact they are going tm study 
this injustice made my bill worth all the effort even 
thaugh it was defeated. 

One of the first things I did was make available a 
mapy of all bills te be acted upon toa the Selectmen. 
This is sa they are aware of any pending leqislatican 
Which will affect our town and I respect their comments 
on these bills. I also made available to the various 
boards all legislation that was passed relative ta 
Flanning, Zoning and Conservation sa that they will be 
knowledgeable about the new laws. 

There has been much newsprint about the Gunstoack 
Recreation Area debt. This is a preblem I inherited 
and by the laws passed by previous Fepresentatives, we 
have ma choice but to back these losses by County tax- 
es. Flenty of snow will solve most of these problems. 
I perseanally doa nat think that the majority of Tiltan 
taxpayers benefit fram Gunsteck as much as taxpayers 
and businesses from other towns. I would like to see 
the ownership sald te a private entity but the area 
Will not be marketable until the present debt conditian 
is eliminated. 

The Fish & Game Committee of which I am a member 
representing Belknap County was active in passing sev~ 
eral gaad bills and killing same really bad ones. This 
next season I will be working to better the relations 
between the sportsmen and the Fish & Game Dept. which I 
believe needs impravement. We will alsa be working 
with landewners and the Nerthern Timber Coampanies ta 
preserve the open land which is in danger of being 
clased ta the sportsmen of this state.

Your Folice Department has reached 
the point of saturation. How we can expect ta cantinue 
with this rate of increase in Folice service requests 
Without an increase in officers is beyond me. 

Sane oof the more notable increases are burglaries 
up 19 or S2 in all, thefts up 41 or 219 1n eli afew 
@rily conduct up 40 or 69 cases, criminal trespassing up 
FO nr 56 cases and perhaps the mast dangercus, doamestic 
disputes imcreased by SY ar 100 cases of family related 
Wisputes. 

All mf this increase seems to be as a result af the 
acanamic times. We even had a bank robbery, the first 
that I’m aware of. Sea much for the doom and gqlacm. 

[T recall being hired aS aA part-time officer in 
February oof Loves and full-time in Auqust of the same 
Y@ar . What a learning @xperience it has been. In 
1973S, I became the Department’s first detective and in 
1977 IT was fermally appointed as your Chief of Folice. 
It doesn’t seem possible especially when you cansider 
that the average tenure as a Folice Chief i5 six years. 

When I became Chief there were a number af problems 
within the Department that would require same lang term 
commitment .

The winter of ’9O0-'’93] was relatively snowless with 
many nuisance storms, but overall salt usage, «avertime 
and machinery wear was dawn. 

Drainage, or more accurately, the lack of it, Sar .. 
tinues to be one of mur primary problems. Poeor Wor 
inadequate ditches and culverts cause water to back-up 
and spill out ante the roadway. This not anly causes 
driving hazards but damages the roadway as well. 

We do our best to correct the drainage problems in 
the roads that are rebuilt under our long-term capital 
impravemeaent program. 

Rase stabilization, drainage and paving was dane an 
Westwood Drive. Working with the Tawn of Sanbarntan, 
March Foacd was reshaped, then four inches of asphalt 
grindings and two inches of asphalt was put dawn. 
Tilton ewns approximately 1,000 feet of March Road. 

Drain basing were repaired or replaced an Main 
Street, Park Road, Old Eoute S in Winnisquam, Peabody 
Straat, Westwood Drive and at the end of Joscelyn Lane. 

The Tilten Island Park rejuvenation was started 
with the installation of curbing and sidewalk paving. 
There 16 much mere work ta be dane. 

The recycling pregram is well under way with about 
20 volunteers working in 2 and & persan teams oan Satur- 
days from 3:00 AM until 1:00 FM. There has been much 
participation from the public with the same ones coming 
in every week. Since about the first of May when the 
"blue bags" were distributed, we have recycled 29.398 
bons of material or approximately SA af the residential 
rubbish. The current price to process the recyclables 
is $30.00 per tan. The price at the incineratar 15 
$39.45 per tan this year. Special thanks qo ta’ Bill 
Josrcelyn who gat the building danated; te Jim Dadge wha 
engineered the moving of the building; ta Fen Fartridge 
whe maved and building; ta George Hast who donated a 
furnace; toa the Manning Brathers whe donated ai work 
table; toa Bryant and Lawrence who donated twa paper 
bales, and George Franz, the Chairman of the recycling 
mommnittee. 

Spring clean-up will be April £1 and 22 fear the 
Eastern part of Town, and April 23 and 24 for the West~ 
ern part of Town, the railroad tracks by the Cumberland 
Farm stare being the dividing point.

This pregram benefits the three tewns it serves. 
Maney is saved that would otherwise be needed tm pay 
masts of police officers on juvenile affairs. Thue 
gands oof dollars are saved when young people are suc- 
cessfully diverted from the Juvenile Court System and 
aut-of-hame placement is avoided. The results of shop- 
lifting, vandalism, burglary and other juvenile crimes 
are greatly lessened because of the existence of >the 
program. In 1991, restitution of $816 was collected 
and returned ta victims. 246 hours of community ser- 
Vice work was dane by youthful offenders. 

The staff of two regularly upgrades their eer gaee 
with frequent reviews of procedure and with college 
level training. This year a course in adventure=Gasea 
MmouUNSeling was successfully completed and a week long 
cancentrated pragram was attended on substance abuse 
counseling with emphasis on adolescent problems. Val< 
unteers enhance the program wherever such helio taneous 
used. A volunteer for office help serves US eg 
We enjoy help from an intern from Plymouth States 
lege for several months of each year and OUR ieee 
Volunteers for Juvenile Review Boards and our Board of 
Directors continues to be strong. We have a2 Saeogiaam 
matching volunteers with at-risk and families Drage 
ble because of acting sut youth. We have had a parent 
support group for several years. We are preparec ere 
assist at any time with a crisis situation. 

Our substance abuse training called the Challenge 
Program was used by 15 youths who were picked up by the 
police or schoal officials for possession Gr tie 
illegal substances. Some youths chase to take part in 
the training because of other needs. The ~Chaitenge 
Fragram is supperted by the Governor’s Drug Free 
schools Froagram. We have enough funding fram the State 
for three training sessions in 1992 and hope to -contin- 
ue in igoc.
